WORKING FOR CURRENCY DEBASEMENT. 

Senator John M. Palmer has stated his be- 
lief that a free coinage bill will be passed 
at this session of Congress, and that it will be 
promptly vetoed by the President.’’ He says 
the House will pass it by an overwhelming 
majority. In the Senate. the Republican 
members from the Rocky Mountain States 
and the Dakotas will be on the free silver 
side. These will be reinforced by Missouri, 


Arkansas. Alabama, Tennessee, the Carolinas, 


and enough other Senators te carry the meas. 
ure, but not enough to prevent Mr. Cleve- 
land’s veto from being effective. 

The bare possibility of such a bill passing is 
enough to send a thrill of horror through the 
mind of every man who knows what the con- 
sequences would be and is not animated by 
the spirit of a fiend. For what purpose would 

the bill. be, passed? In ordegto depreciate | 
ba debase the exchange standard. Such a 
motive is astonishing. Nothing could be 
more ruinous than for a country, after having 
fixed on a basis of. exchange, after having 
made a currency and assigued to it a specific 
unit of value by which the quoted values of 
all kinds of real and movable property shall 
be regulated, to abolish that standard in favor 
of a widely different one. The fellows who 
would ‘do that deserve the scripture ¢on- 
demnation: Cursed be be that removeth his 
neighbor’s landmark,” to which all the chil- 
dren of Israel were required to say Amen.“ 

To change the unit of value would be just 
as great a piece of cussedness as to change 
the unit of weight or of measure. The advo- 
cates of the 60-cent dollar, which would be 
an inevitable result of the frée coinage they 
demand, would call it an atrocious crime to 
double eithér by law when they were under 
contract to deliver a specified quantity of 
property. They would denounce in unquali- 
fied terms a proposition to make them deliver 
two hundred acres of land or yards of cottop 
cloth, or bushels of wheat, or pounds of live 
hog, where they had contracted to deliver but 
one hundred, and to make them do it for the 
consideration named on the smalier quantity.

require a man to take in satisfaction of a debt

Tus Tamer has stated that it ia the duty 
of the Republicans to press the suit begun by 
them to test the constitutionality of the Sent 
torial apportionment law and get a decision 
from the Supreme Court during January.

HANGING FOR MURDERERS. 

It is more than possible that an effort will 
be made this winter to revive the death pen- 
alty for murder in the State of Michigan. 
The attention of the Legislature will be 
called to the subject if the Senatorial election 
be not so much, prolonged as to block 
the way. The Detroit Free Press noteg the 
fact that sine the first of October there have 
been no less than six murders in Michigan 
and almost innumerable murderous assaults. 
If some of the murderers be convicted the 
State will be charged with the maintenance 
of the convicts until their death unless some 
tender-hearted Governor shall exercise what 
is called the prerogative of mercy and 

pardon them, ! 

The death penalty ought to be restored. It 


hardly can be denied that because of the ab- 


sence of such punishment for the crime there 
is no real protection for human life. The 
claim that it is a fearful thing for the State 
to take life is one-sided, so long as there are 
murderers. The criminals show they do not 
consider the right of theit victims to live. 
Hence they voluntarily forfeit all elaim to 
sympathy, independently of the fact that the 
man who has committed one willfal murder 
cannot be trusted in the future and that the 
community has no assurance he will not be 
let go at some time if sentenced to im 
prisoument for life. It is idle to as. 
sert that the death penalty does not 
tend to prevent men from committing 
murder. 
whole theory of penal legislation, the prime 
object of which is to prevent the commission 
of crime. The fear of punishment is the only 
thing that can deter a man destitute of regard 
for the rights of others, death is the greatest 
punishment that can be inflicted, and it is the 
only one that befits the crime of murder. It 
is true that murders are committed in com- 
munities where the death penalty is imposed 
by law, but we have no good reason to sup- 
pose the number is as great as it would be if 
that penalty were abolished and imprison- 
ment substituted. It cannot be doubted that

OUTLOOK OF OKLAHOMA, 

Gov, Renfrow of Oklahom: has made his 
annual report to the Secretary of the Interior 
for the year ending June 30, 1894, which is 
of interest as giving the country the first offi- 
cial information concerning the néw Terri- 
tory. The Governor disclaims any intention 
to boom Oklahoma; indeed, he denies that it 
bas guy boom, but on the other hand affirms 
that its_progress is steady, which is a healthy 
sign. Capital, he says, has not as yet 
sought investment to eny great extent in Ok- 
lahoma, but there has been a real and sub- 
stantial increase in wealth from the almost 
unlimited natural resources of the Territory, 
and it now furnishes one of the best fields for 
Capital in the United States. 

He dwells at some length upon the enter? 
prise of the people. At the original opening 
of Oklahoma proper and at the opening of the 
Cherokee Strip the world beheld the strange 
sight ofa city of 10,000 inhabitants built in: 
a day and a territory of 9,400 square miles 
settled in half a day.“ Most of the farms 
already are in a high state of cultivation. 

The Governor estimates the population of 
Oklahoma at 250,000, with a small percent- 
age of foreigners, and most of the settlers 
engaged in agriculture, The valuation of 
property in the twenty-two counties is fixed at 
$19,947,922, There are four railroad lines 
in active operation—the Santa Fé, Chicago 
and Rock Island, the Choctaw Woal road, and 
the Southern division of the Santa Fé, and 
the Kansas, Oklahoma Central and South- 
western railroad company proposes to build a 
line frum Coffeyville, Kas., to Guthrie, con- 
necting with Texas lines.

There is a schodl- 
house convenient to every family, and the 
school population is 74,384. They have a 
territorial university with 147 ‘students in at- 


tendance, a normal school with 116 students, 


andan agriculturaland mechanical college 
with 100, The Territory is without an insane 
asylum, penitentiary, or public’ buildings for 
Territorial purposes, all the Territorial offices 
being obiiged to pay rent. The churches also 
are doing well. Already there are 95 Baptist, 
12 Episcopal missions and 7 churches, 24 
Catholic, 31 Presbyterian, 55 Congregation- 
al, and 42 Methodist Churches. As to agri- 
cultural products the Governor is.inclined to 
boast over wheat, in which she leads the 
world.“ corn, cotton, oats, peanuts, sweet 
potatoes, watermeions, Irish potatoes, kaffir 
cogn, milo maize, grapes, and peaches, As 
to minerals, though Congress has declared 
Oklahoma to be non-mineral, the Governor 
deciares specimens of lead, zinc, iron, copper, 
coal, lignite, asbestos, asphalt, gypsum, and 
other minerals have been fount and building 
stone and brick clay are abundant, The only 
manufacturing industries thus far are flouring 
mills, 

These are the principal points of informa- 
tion about the new Territory which is already 
preparing to knock at the door of Congress 
for admission tothe Union, though B 
point the Governor is s»mewhat non- e t 
tal. He says: 

The question of Statehood for Oklahoma has 
been much agitated, and the people are divided on 
the question. Some desire Statehood for Oklaho- 
ma with its present boundaries; others prefer to 
have the matter of Statehood deferred until such 
time as Oklahoma and the Indian Territory may 
be admitted as one State. There are many con- 
ditions and many intricate problems entéring 
into the matter which must be carefully consid- 
ered in order to arrive at a correct conclusion. 
The Territory of Oklahoma furnishés many rea- 
sons for single Statehood for both Territories, 
As separate States neither Oklahoma nor the In- 
dian Territory would rank among the great 
Western States either in extent or wealth. To- 
gether they would be equal to the greatest, and, 
in my opinion, the finest State west of the Mis- 
sissippi.

The system isthe result of sev- 
eral years’ work by — A. Walz, the Presi- 
dent of the agency, and has won the indorse- 
ment of many of the leading hotels of the 
country. a 

The system is simple but effective, There 
Agencies, Sibscrib- 
ers, Debtors, and Employés. company 
has agencies in all the principal cities in the 
United States. The names o nts are fur- 
nished subscribers, and also a telegraph code 
for use in securing special reports, regarding 
the financial standing of guests. Hotels be- 
come subscribers for an annual subscription 
varying according to the rooming capacity of 
Special reports on guests, debtors, 
employés, or any bills paid by Hotel Debt- 
ors, are made without extra charge. 

The important departments are the debtor’s 
and employé’s. Subscribers are furnished 
with blanks to be filled in with name, address, 
description, etc., of debtor. Immediately 
upon receipt of such report each delinquent 
is advised that. he has been reported aga 
hotel debtor”; anda courteous request is 
made for any explanation be has to offer.

IA REAL ESTATE BOARD DE- 
HOUNOES THE ALDERMEN, - 


PGE: Are Warked, It Says, by Members 
ef Council and Contractors to Fleece 
the Overtaxed- Oitizen- League to Order 
Special Assessments for Unnecessary 
Improvements=Some Cases in Point= 
Resorting to the Courts~ What Ex-Con- 
troller Ackerman Says. 

Severe criticism from the Special Assess- 
ment committee of the Chicago Real Estate 
Board feli to the City Council yesterday after- 
noon for its-refusal to adopt the order sus- 
pending al! special assessments and ordi- 
nances for new iniprovements until March 1, 
1895. Reference to the Judiciary committee 
was regarded simply asa move to delay or 
kill'the entire measure, 

“One-third of the business of the City 
Coupcil,”’ said a promisent member of the 
comrnittee, consists in passing ordinances 


4 relating to the public necessities of Chicago. 


The other two-thirds is devoted principally to 
advocating measures in which the 
mem bers are pecuniarily interested, 
We believe that a suspension of this work 
would put a stop to hundreds of schemes now 
worked up by contractors and Aldermen to 
fleece the already overtaxed citizens. The 
special assessments ordered in 1893 a:nount- 
ed to $6,000,000, and they feil with extreme 
severity upon the large class of small prop- 
erty-owners now unemployed. So heavy have 
these assessments been that many have 
been obliged ‘to abandon their holdings. 
The application to the Council for a three 
months’ suspension was, therefore, an appeal 
for mercy rather than a business proposition. 
As far as I can learn there are several rings in 
active operation in the Council. There are the 
stone ring, the asphalt pavement ring, the 
cedar block ring, the sewer ring, and the side- 
walk ring, and ail these areas closely united 
to the reguiar Council proceedings as the skin 
is toa Mexican dog. I think an example 
should be made of some of these ring Alder- 
men.“ 

Fighting Assessments in Court. 

e Birkhoff Jr. told the committee the 
course his firm was pursuing in regard to spe- 
cial assessments. We fight every special 
assessment in the courts, and as long as the 
present laws and statutes and systems prevail 
we shall continue to do so. If every property- 
owner would adopt this course the contractors

would soon get discouraged and then the Al- 


dermen wouid not be so active, If we don’t 
get much relief in the lower court we take an 
appeal to the ieee Court, and we can do 
this by simply fi a bond fer the. amount 
of the costs. In — way we have been en- 
abled to-delay the contemplated improvement 
and in some instances knock it out altogether. 


I believe, on general principles, even when 


an improvement is needed and ought to be 
made the property-owner is justified in fight- 
ing the assessment, as in every case the 
amounts levied against the properties are 
largely in excess of the actual cost of the im- 
provement.“ 

Ex-Controller W. K. Ackerman seid: The 
people should make a demand upon the Coun- 


eil for the absolute rescinding of all orders 


and ordinancés for special assessments where 
no work has been com@enved or no contracts 
let. The people should unite in their own de- 


fense and compel their representatives in the 


Council to obey their wishes and preserve 
their rights. As it is, however, the Aidermen 
ride over the defenseless taxpayers rovgh 
shod, and there is no question about the fact 
that a number of Aldermen are in league. with 
the contractors to incréase special assessments 
and order unnecessary improvements and 
then divide the profits -with the contractors.

rovements, so called, are rushed through the 


Council-is a disgrace to the city. The clerk 
imply reads off the titles of the orders in a 
mumbling, indistinet voice, and ord are 
passed involving hundreds of. thousands: of 
dollars to the taxpayers, and not two mem- 
bers in the entire Council know what they are 
voting for and they care still less.

FREISCH, FA father of A Eckhardt, 46 

years old, shot in side and head. 

Lena Freisch, 17 years old, and Theodore 
Eckhardt were married in March. Four 
weeks ago a child was born. Eckhardt swore 
out a warrant for his father-in-law’s arrest 
and the case was to have been heard yéster- 
day by Justice Severson. Yesterday a quar- 
rel started between Freisch and khardt. 
The men clinched and were soon struggling 
on the floor. According to the story told the 
police Mrs. Eckhardt came into the room 
and found her husband under the father and 
being choked by the elder man. She picked 
up her husband’s revoiver and shot into the 
side of Freisch. Both men jumped to 
their feet and Freisch seized his weapon. 
Eckhardt and his wife ran from the angry 
man and started, down the stairs from the 
third flat in which they live. Freisch followed 
them to the hall with the revolver and fired at 
their retreating: forms. One bullet struck 
Mrs, Eckhardt in the right temple and an- 
other lodged in the back of her husband’s 
head, Freisch used the weapon on himself 
and inflicted wounds in his head. 

Freisch May Die. 

Officers from the West Chicago Avenue Po- 
lice Station took the wounded persons to St, 
Elizabeth’s Hospital: Examinations of the 
injuries were miade by the physicians and 
they announced that the death of Freisch was 
imminent.. Néws of the decision was sent to 
the police station and Capf. Koch and two 
officers went to the hos ital to take his dhte- 
wmortem statement. They obtained state- 
ments from Eckhardt and his wife, which did 
not materially alter the story obtained at the

Mrs. Freisch, who was at the house at the 
time of the encounter, tells about the same 
story of the shooting.

After one shot had 
been fired I saw my husband 2 with 
Lena for the revolver and he knocked her 
down and took the weapon, They all ran 
from the room and the other shots were fired 
before I could tell what had happened.” 


Mra. Eckhardt’s Statement, 

At the hospital Mre. Eckhardt made a state. 
ment to Capt. Koch which is substantially as 
follows: She and her husband resided with 
her parents in the third flat at No. 480 North 
Ashland avenue. Yesterday morumg about 
10:80 o’clock she was in the house with her 
mother when she heard her husband calling 
for heip. Runnmg out into the hal) and down- 
stairs to the ground floorshe found her father 
pounding her husband, who was strug- 
Kling to free himself and still calli 
for help. Having a revolver with her she fi 
one shot at her father to rescue her husband. 
This shot was the only one she fired, and it 
took effect in his back near the left shoulder. 
Thereupon her father drew another revolver 
and began firing at his daughter and her hus- 
band. The daughter received a scalp wound 
near the right teinple and a bullet thro the 
right hind near the base of the forefinger. 
Her r received a scalp wound in the 
back of the head. At this” point Mr. and 
Mrs, Eckhardt succeeded in escaping and 
Freisch went up-stairs and began shooting 
himself, three bullets lodging in the roof of 
his mouth and one entering the right ear.

It all began about a year and a half ago. 
Some strolling theatrical persons posted their 


bills about the quiet and very proper Mont- 


clair, and when the matrons and maids went 
out for their afternoon saunters they were 
shocked by the pictures of women posing in 
all sorts of ways and almost all in tights. 

The young mén in Montclair aggravated 
the evil by persisting in standing around and 
looking at them. The good matrons and 
maids were sure that the young men were be- 
ing contaminated, so they organized 4 com- 
mittee upon public morals and compelled the 
owners of property upon which the offending 
pictures were displayed to tear them down. 
It was accomplished by moral suasion, by 
threats of boycott if the property-owner was 
a merchant, and by legal proceedings. : 

It was not long before the women began to 
add other committees to their committee on 
public morals, till now they have a dozen or 
more. There are the Sanitary committee, of 
which Mrs. D. M. Duncan, whose husband is 
President of the Board of Health, is Chair- 
man; the Committee on Sidewalks and 
Streets, of which Mre, Marion Wheeler is the 
head; the Humane committee, the Landscape 
Art committee, the Young Folks’ committee, 
we Sabbath Observance com mittee, and many 
others. 

When the various committees found them- 
selves full of business they formed the Wom- 
an's Town Improvement Association of Mont- 
clair, with an Executive committee, com posed 
of the President of the association, Mrs. Wil- 
son Smith; its Secretary, Mrs.. H. C. Mar- 
shall, and the heads of the various active 
committees. So, now the 200 women of the 
Town Improvement Association find . that 
they have an organization that can rule the 
town. 

The Common Council is a pigmy in com- 
parison. The women have looked up laws 
that have been dead for years, and are having 
them enforced. At their monthly meetings 
the affairs of the town come before them in a 
matner similar to that in which they are han- 
died at meetings of the Common Council; 
They have kept the streets clean’ and free 
from litter; have driven billposters away; 
they have preserved trees from mutilation; 
bo ve forced careless property-owners to keep 
their lawns well trimmed and their premises 
in an artistic condition; have forced 
small boys. to adjure the slung- 
shot; have either driven saloons out 
entirely, or forced their owners to 
liquor with the greatest of reserve and pre- 


| caution; have compelled hack drivers to 


treat their horses well and lay them aside 
when they get too feeble or old for work; 
have induced all handlers of good horses to 
leosen the check-reina—in a word they have 


done and are doing inestimable good. 


„And it is all through moral suasion,”’ ex- 
plained Mrs, Wheeler to areporter, ‘You 
gee, we really have no legal authority back 
ofus. What we do is througu our influence 
as women.“ 

The storekeepers, of course, comply with 
our requests in all such matters, sa * 
> n- 
deed, they know that we inelude among our 
200 all of the prominent women of families 
in town. If they defied our decisions upon 
what is best for the welfare of the com- 
munity they know that their business would 
suffer greatly. 

‘**Tam sure that Montclair sees a great im- 
provement in itself since we: took hold,“ 
said Mrs. L. J. Hutchison. “I believe the 
best citizens Jook upon us with favor. Of 
course, it's a bit difficult sometimes to force 
an obstinate resident to keep his grass 
trimmed or his street and walk clean, but 
we have always been successful in the end. 
The boys had a great habit of building fires 
in winter against the trunks of trees. We 
have stopped that. We have looked into sani- 
tary matters very closely, and hope to make 
Montclair as near a model town as can be 
found.“

Among the most curiousof these punish- 
ments was that ot the brank, or the scold’s 
bridle. This curious and cruel instrument of 
torture was employed by borough physicians 


and petty provincial tyraats for the purpose 


of curing women of an ailment of the tongue 
to which they were said to be subject. 

The brank, or scoid’s bridle, or gussip’s 
bridle, as the instrument has been variously 
called, was in very general use in this king- 
dom from the sixteenth to the eighteenth 
centuries, as is amply shown by the many al- 
lusions to its application which appear in com 
poration and municipal records; and in some 
counties the specimens of the implement 
still existing are sufficiently numerous to ies- 
tify to its prevaience. In Cheshire alone no 
fewer than thirteen examples are extant, and 
Lancashire and Staffordshire each contain 
five or six. In Derbyshire there is but one. 

Fig. 1 represents the Derbyshire brank, 
which is a remarkably good exampie. It con- 
sists of a hoop of iron hinged qn either side 
and fasfened behind. An iron band passes 
over the head from back to front, where 
there is an opening to admit the nose of the 
individual whose misfortune it was to wear it. 
On the left side of the hoap a chain is at- 
tached, whereby the victim was led 
through the streets or te to a post 


or wall. On the front of the bridle aré the 
initials, T. C.“ and the date, 1688-—the 
year of the great rebellion. 

One of the most celebrated branks is that 
preserved at Walton-on-Thames, which is 
dated 1633, and is inscribed with the chdr-
